She has never consented to the admission of 
American laborers or labor-saving machinery. 
If Americans had been allowed to set-up cot- 
toa mills, for itistance, and to have imported 
New Engianddaborers and machinery, they 
could have successfully competed with the 
Chinese hand looms, even if the Chinamen 
had worked at a quarter the wages of Amer- 
icans with their labor-saving machinery. 
For these and numerous other satisfactory 
reasons the Scott bill was passed, and the 
Government, instead of relying upon inter- 
national conventions; which have proved a 
failure, will now protect itself by its legis- 
lative power. 

It is noticeabie in this connecuon that the 
President has made two conspicuous blun- 
ders, and that, with the inattention to ex- 
isting legislation which has often character- 
ized his officiai acts, he is not aware of what 
Congress has already done. He asks for the 
passage of legislation appropriating a suffi- 
cient indemnity for the losses sustained by 
Chinese subjects in Wyoming at the hands 
of lawless miners—en appropriation which 
has already been made and which shouid 
have been paid long ago. He also asks that 
“some provision be made under which such 
Chinese laborers as shall actually have em- 
barked on their return to the United States 
and now are on their way may be permitted 
to land, provided they have duly and lawfully 
obtained and shall present certificates here- 
tofore issued permitting them in accordance 
with the provisions of existing laws.“ But 
why did he not place this provision in the 
Scott bill, and have it state that its provisions 
should only apply to Chinese laborers leaving 
after the date of its enactment, and thus 
have saved himself from the ridiculous 
plight of approving a bill and then suggest- 
ing to Congress its amendment! The point, 
however, is an unimportant one, as the courts 
would always hold that the law could not be 
retroactive. 

If the law as finally perfected will hold 
water, if it does not contain ambiguities 
which Chinese cunning would be quick to 
find and utilize, it may be relied upon to ab- 
solutely .restrict and stamp out the pest of 
Chinese labor. It marks the end of the 
dangerous and disgraceful experiment in- 
augorated by the legislation of twenty 
years ago. Méanwhile, now that Congress 
has furnished: the remedy, it rests mainly 
with the people of California to apply it.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 2.—[ Special. }—

flour for years as there is at present. Prices 
are going skyward ata rate that is amazing 
the dealers and causing the millers to hug 
themselves with give, Flour is going sky- 
ward, and the prospects are that it will re- 
main ata high attitude. Every mill in the 
city is grinding to its utmost capacity and 
putting out all the flour it can. The millers 
have advanced their prices regularly every 
day, and the faster they advance the 
mere their customers want to buy. Eastern 


_four-dealers did not take much stock in the 


advance when i first commenced, and con- 
sequently let their stock run down to a min- 
imum. Now tney are compelied to buy, and 
they are anxious to have the flour shipped at 
once, showing that they are buying for im- 
mediate supply and not for future wants. 
The foreign market is just beginning to re- 
spond to the advance, the foreign dealers 
have hela off later than the Eastern dealers, 
and consequently are worse off. 

The advance started about Aug. 1. Patents 
were then worth $4.15 to $4.40 a barrel. At 
first there was a stiffening in prices and a 
slight advance. Now the millers are ad- 
vancing prices at the rate of 10 cents a day. 
They have been doing this for two weeks, 
and will continue it for some time to come. 
Patents are now selling in Minneapolis for 
$6.15 to 66.40 a barrel, a clear advance of $2. 
All the flour men say they would not be sur- 
prised if flour sold for $10 a barrel before the 
advance stopped. The highest price it has 
ever touched in Minneapolis is $12.

THE SHAH’S REPRESENTATIVE, 


A Minister in Washington with an Orien- 
tal Name and Appearance. 
Wasuinotox, D. C., Oct. 2.— [Special. 
The newly- appointed Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary from Persia, 
his Excetiency Hodji Hossem-Ghooly Khan, 
accompanied by an interpreter, private sec- 
retary, and valet, arrived in this city last 
night from New York. He 1s a small, strong- 
ly-built man, about five feet four inches in 
hight, with a dark mustache, and the pe- 
culiar olive complexion common to 
Orientals. In conversation with a re- 
porter Mr. W. W. Torrence, who accom- 
panies the Embassy as counselor and inter- 
preter, said: “ Excellence is the son of 
wwe former Prime Minister of Persia. His 
first agers em ees ee *

was then transferred to Washington. We 
left Teheran Aug. 4 and our first stop 
was at Constantinople, where we spent 
twenty-four days.

Gay and coming on to ashington yester- 
day. Ido not know what arrangements will 
be made about presenting his Excellency, as 
we have just ar:ived and are all much fa- 
tigued.

DOUBTS ABOUT NEWBERRY. 


Chicago Buasiness-Men Know Little of His 
Execative Ability. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 2.—[Special.]— 
The objections of Chicago people to Gen. 
Newberry’s confirmation seem to be grow- 
ing. Letters have been received not only by 
Senators Farwell and Cullom, but also by 
Senator Sawyer, Chairman of the Post-Office 
Committee. The Chairman is perplexed at 
these letters, because they indicate that the 
business-men of Chicago themselves don’t 
know whether Gen. Newberry would 
make a good Postmaster or not. Sen- 
ator Farwell has not been able to enlighten 
Sawyer much because he himself knew little 
about Don Dickinson’s disvovery, and the 
letters he gets are of the same sort. No 
specific charges aro made against Gen. New- 
berry, but doubts are expressed concerning 
his titness to manage the businessof the 
office, and the Senatoris warned not to make 
the mistake of confirming him until some in- 
quiry can be brought about. In this condi- 
tion of affairs Senator Sawyer has decided 
to await developments. So far no complaint 
has been received from Postmaster Judd 
against drawing the salary of the office for 
October.
